On the con- 
‘rary, apetson may be entirely drenched 
with rain, and hy drving the clothes | uni- 
formly, or changing them entirely, no diffi- 
culty will be experienced Let it be kept 
in mind that, the greatest danger of *parch- 
ing cold” is from an inequality of warnth ia

all enermies throwghout the day, and at the 
approach of night returniag them to their 
corrnls. No persuasions, atluremeata or sul- 
ferings, can seduce him froim bis, position of 
trust, or cause him to relax bis vigilance or 
watchfulnesa. Asthe first note of danger 
(wills upon his quick ear, his defiant voice is 
heard and he ut one throws himself between 
his flock and the appronching enemy, to 
their retreat 
And many hard and gallant battles they are 
forced to fight with the wolf, the cayote, and 
dogs that have acquired the habit of killmg 
sheep. We have seen many an old veter- 
an sheep-dog bearing the honorable scars of 
a hundred hard fsught hattlesin defense of 
hiv Mock. '%dyian tothe ead. alternative, 
they would perish besides their flack with 
hunger before they would tonch one of them 
Often have we paused in admiration to wateh 
these faithful and sagacious animals in the 
performance of their tasks, und thought that 
ifinan would only perform the trusia repos 
sedin him with the same unwavering, un- 
changing fidelity—would stand unawed, 
true and firin amidst surrounding dangers, 
unmoved by the allurements of ambition, 
and the seductive influences of fluttery, ua- 
bought by gain—how much more just 
would be his claim to superiority and domin- 
ion over all created things. 
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Hard Times. 


Hard times! Hard times! is now. the 

universal watchword, Meet a friend for a 
social chat, and the chief topic of conversa- 
tion will be hard times. No matter where 
you go, ia cily, village, or towa, into the 
dwellings of the rich, or humble cot of the 
poor, the language is still there and every 
wiere—hard times, hard times. But with 
our farming friends this expression is utter- 
ed more as a matter of fashion than from 
nny actual experience that the times are 
hard. Iftimes are hard when there is a 
ready market for wheat at $2t1g$2,50 a bus 
hel, corn at 90 centa to $1, and potatoes 
ditto, what will be said when the market is 
dull at half these prices, though there chance 
to be # trifle more of thern to sell. 
The truth is, times were scarcely ever bet- 
ter for farmers. Heretofore when produce 
has been high, articles of neceesity whieh 
farmers must purchase and the price of labor 
have been correspondingly up; but now 
most of the dry goods and groceries need in 
their families cau be bought at a very low 
price. Cioths of all kinds are daily brought 
to the auctioneer’s block, and éealers are 
parting with them at almost any price for 
cash, Sugar is‘ ‘dirt cheap,”’ and those who 
have a sweet (noth can indulge to their 
heart’s content, Only think of , a bushel 
of wheat will now buy 40 Ibs. of good sugar, 
or 80 Ibs. of firat quality. Andas for labor, 
since the dismissal of so many mechanics 
from the workshop, and laborers. from rail- 
ronds, there is now an almost uolimited sup- 
ply to be bad for “'board and clothing.”’ 

Those farmers who do not nov enter into 
An extensive system of “internal improve- 
tnenta” upon their farma, are not the wisest 
ovea we ovine. If motives of policy do not 
now dictate this course, humanity should. 
The construction of public works and the 
erection of buildings tn our cities are almost 
Leutirely suspended, and there is now almost 
Or quite « inillioo of laborers, including their 
families, who are entirely thrown out of their 
usual employment, They are ready tor 
any kind of work that will keep them fromm 
actual starvation, Mulhitudes are  throng- 
ing our reeruiting stations, ready to run the 
giuntlet ofthe army service rather than 
starve for want of employment in peaceful 
pursuits. We doubt not but a regiment 
could be apeedily raised in this city to sail 
at onco for ihe bloody ‘fields of Southera 
Russia. An honorable or glorivus death ut 
the cannon’s mouth is far more desirable 
than the death of a starving beggar.

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Indian Warfare--the Army. 


The St. Louis Republican says: —We are 
permitied tu make the following extracts 

from a private letter received hy a gentle- 
man inthe city. dated Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, Nov. 20. 

“Your views about the parsimony of our 
Government in not having at once a respect- 

able miliiary force, calculated to put down 
the Indian aggressions at all points by a] 
blow, ure right, as every man of judginent 
and humanity will say. You may look from 

Oregon to Texas, aud from Utah to Wis- 
consin, and hardly a muil comes in that is| 
not filled with accounts of Indian murders 

and some of them wholesale slaughters, as 
at Taos last spring, where 23 of our troops 
were killed and 23 wounded, and at Lara 
mie, Where 27 men ‘“‘went under,” with no 
one lettto tell the tale. Our citizens are 
robbedon the great thoroughfares of the 
Indian couutry, their stock driven off, and 
now and then the emigrants are murdered, 
and even women and children are carried 
into captivily worse than death A little 
mounted force ofonly three skeleton regi- 
ments, cannot surely he expected to protect 
an extent of territory larger than England, 
France, Spain and Italy put together, And 
vetalthough we have an overflowing treasu- 
ry and 25,000,000 comparatively wealthy 
people, Congress evidently thinks that the 
force is quite adequate for all wants; yet not 
a member of that august body can put his 
heels on his desk and lazily glance over his 
toorning paper without reading of more ont- 
rages than couldbe properly punished by 
ten new regimemts in a year’s time.

Olive vs. Lard Oil. 


Ata late meeting of the Farmers’ Clab, cons 
nected with the American Institute, Prof. Mapes 
asserted that what we “receive as pure olive oil 
in this market, is nothing more no less than the 
surplus Iard sent by our pork merchants to 
France, where it is transiormed intothe genuine 
article of sweet oil, and returned to be used at the 
tables of those very persons who exported it inthe 
solid state? Thisis certainly refreshing informa- 
tion for the lovers of pure sweet table oil among 


We venture 
to say that not one tenth of the oil sold for that 
of the olive, in our country, is anything elee than 
lard oil. 

Any person oan convert the common lard oil 
sold for burning in lamps, into as good sweet eil 
us, thyt generally sol for olive oil, by the follow- 
ing process: ‘Take say about a quart of the com- 
mon oil, and place it in a clean tin pan, and set 
it on a stove, bring it up te about the heat of scal- 
ding water, and then add about a quarter of an 
ounce of salsoda, dissolved in halfateacupful of 
hot water. Stir this into tHe oil for about five 
minutes—then take off thevessel and allow it'to 
cool. When tho sediment setiles on the bottom 
of the veasel, the clear should be poured off into 
aclean bowl, through awhite cotton, cloth, to 
atrain it. Theoil obtained by this treatment iw 
sweet and pure, excéllent for oiling fine machin- 
ery and for making perfumed oil for tha bair.— 
[Scientific American.
